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VOLTAGEWARNING 

Before connecting the tool to a power source (receptacle, outlet, etc.) be sure the voltage supplied is the same as that specified 
on the nameplate of the tool. A power source with voltage greater than that specified for the tool can result in serious injury 
to the user-as well as damage to the tool. If in doubt, do not plug in the tool. Using a power source with voltage less than 
the nameplate rating is harmful to the motor. 



DOUBLEINSULATION 

Your new Skil Xtra-tool is equipped with a two wire cord and two prong plug which can be used in standard 115 V A.C. 
outlets. 

No grounding of the tool is necessary. The housing is made of a dielectric material which protects the operator in case of 
failure of the standard functional insulation within the electrical system. When servicing, use only identical replacement parts. 

Your double insulated housing possesses great impact resistance and durability. Certain cleaning agents must be avoided to 
preserve the finish of the tool housing. These agents include chlorinated cleaning solvents, carbon tetrachloride and gasoline. 

Kerosene and ethyl alcohol are recommended to clean the housing of grease and oil. Household detergents that do not 
Gontain ammonia can be also used. 



EXTENSION CORDS 

When using an extension cord be sure to use one heavy enough to carry the current your tool will draw. An undersized cord 
will cause a drop in line voltage, resulting in loss of power and overheating. The following table shows the correct size to use 
depending on cord length and nameplate amperage rating. If in doubt, use the next heavier gage. NOTE: The smaller the gage 
number, the heavier the cord. Repair or replace damaged cords.

LOCK BUTTON 

The lock button permits continous operation at the maximum 
RPM governed by the adjusting knofa. 

To lock the switch on, squeeze the trigger, press the lock 
button and release the trigger. To stop the drill, squeeze the 
trigger and let go. The locking feature isespecially convenient 
when ustng accessories like wire brushes, sanders, polishers and 
drill stands.

CHUCK 

Open jaws enough to insert the bit shank. Clean and insert bit 
up to the f lutes for small bits or as far as It will go for !arge 
bits.

Low speeds are most effective when using carbtde tipped bits. 
Little presEure is required when cutting through soft masonry 
materials such as brick; however, with hard materials such as 
concrete, more pressure is required. 

Never let a carbide drill bit spin in the hole without cutting. 
This dulls the bit. 



DRILL' DRIVE MODE 

Driiling: Start your drill from a dead stop and slowly build up 
speed. By using a slow startlng speed, you are able to keep the 
bit from wandering. Increase speed as bit "bites" into work. 

Hold tbe drill firmly and apply steady pressure. Too much 
pressure at very iow speeds will stall the dnll. Asthe speed is 
increased, the pressure can also be increased. 

To prolong switch life, do not turn switch on v^/hile tool is 
under load. If drtll stalls frdm too much pressure or low speed, 
remove from work and start over. 

Although punch marks are not required in any drilling with 
Variable Speed Control, it is suggested you practice on smooth 
harder materials such as metat, glass, glazed tile, etc, before 
starting the actuai job, 

The harder the materia!, the greater the pressure required. 

A rule of thumb for the correct speed to use: The harder the 
material, the slower the speed: the softer the material the 
faster the speed. 

Two ways to make drilling metal easfer are to: 

1. Lubricate the tip of the bit. 

2, When drilling a large hole, drill a smali hoie first, ther\ 
eniarge it to the size desired. 

BUFFING, SAIMDING AND POLISHING 

Use slow speed for rough sanding. For convenience, lock the 
trigger with the lock button. For buffing, fine sanding or 
polishing, select the most efficient speed with your trigger 
finger, set the adjusting knob and iocl< it.

DRIVING SCREWS 

Install the proper driver bit. Start up slowly increasinq speed 
as screw rijns down. Set screw snugly by slowing to a stop. 

Before driving screws, pilot and shank clearance holes should 
be drilled. Screwdrill and countersink bits are available to do 
this in one easy operation. (see A, Figure 3). 

The pilot hole in the bottonrt piece should be approximately 
70% of the root diameter of the screw for soft woods and 90% 
for hard woods. The depth of the pilot hole into the bottom 
piece is important. At least three threads of the screw should 
be embedded in solid material beneath the bottom of the 
of the pilot hole. If the pilot hole is extended to the full depth 
of the screw, the holding power of the screw will be reduced. 

The shank clearance hole through the top piece must be the 
same as the major diameter of the screw, so that the screw will 
fit through the hofe without forcing or splHting the wood, 
Use a countersink bit to countersink the screw head. 

To remove screws, move reversing lever to left position for 
counter-clockwise rotatron. Insert tait into screw head. Start 
drill slowly in reverse, with adequate pressure increase speed 
as screw comes out.

DRIVING NUTS OR BOLTS 

Install a socket adapter and socket. Start slowly, increasing 
speed as the nut or bolt runs down. Set it snug by slowing the 
tool to a stop. If this procedure is not followed,the tool may 
''jerk ' around when the b£)lt sets. 

TAPPING SCREW THREADS 

For best results, use spiral-pomt gun taps. (see B, Figure 4). 
Squirt a little oii on the side of the hole and on the tap before 
starting the tap in the hofe. 

CAUT ION: Very slow speed must be used for tapping. Squeeze 
trigger gentty and set adjusting knota for slow speed. It may be 
necessary to readjust. Do not force the tap. Advance a short 
distance, then reverse the drill, reverse drill often to clear 
chips and prevent the tap from tareaking, Use only enough 
pressure to keep the tap cutting. Be careful not to run the 
tap too far into a blind hole. 

Reverse the driil and use stow speed to withdraw tap. 



PREVENTIVE IVIAINTENANCE PRDGRAM 

Preventive Maintenance of your Xtra-tool is very easy. There 
are just 4 simple steps below to follow: 

1. Clean the vents by blowing compressed air through them 
with the motor running. If compressed air is not avaitable: 
Pull the power plug from the outlet and clean the vents out 
with a brush. 

2. Wipe the cord to prevent deterioration from oil or grease, 

3. Occasionally apply two or three drops of SAE No. 30 oil 
into the felt washer under the selector ring (front end). 

4. When the brushes have worn and the motor stops, you 
should return your Xtra-tool to the nearest Skil Service 
Center for the following: 

• Brushes replaced. 

• Partscleaned and inspected. 

• Relubricated with fresh lubricant.
